IN NEW YORK CITY 


Health Officials Prohibit 
Sale of Motor Fuel 
Treated With Mysteri- 
ous Chemical.

New York, 
containing tetratethyl. the mysterious 
“looney gas” compound, no lounger may 
be sold in New York city. 

The board of health today adopted a 
resolution prohibiting its sale after 
the death of the fifth of the 33 labor- 
ers affected by the fumes- while ex- 
perimenting with the mixture in the 
Bayway, N. J., laboratories of - the 
Standard Oil company. 

The health board also made it a 
misdemeanor for any one to use the 
gasoline in motors in the city. 

In addition, the officials authorized 
Health’ Commissioner Monaghan to 
make a thorough investigation of the 
elements in the m,stericas death-deal- 
ing gas aud seek a mode of effective 
treatment for its victims. 

Fifth Vietim Dies. 

Herbert Fuson, 29, of Elizabeth, 
N. J., was the fifa man to succumb 
to the gas poisoning, which has made 
its victims insane. He died at Re- 
construction hospital early today, con- 
fined in a straight-jacket, a few hours 
after the corps of Standard Oil physi- 
cians and scientists seeking a success- 
ful treatment of the baffling maiady 
had announced their quest successful.

Aims and Methods of Eu- 
ropean Diplomacy Slav- 
ishly Copied for Last 20 
Years, He Charges. 


TRADITIONAL POLICY 
OF PAST ABANDONED 


War and Decay Predicted 
Unless Change Is Made. 
Recent Administrations 
Called Traitorous. 


Boston, October 30.—Senator Rob- 
ert M.-La Follette, carrying his fight 
for the presidency into President 
Coolidge’s home state, assailed in a 
speech here tonight the recent and 
present foreign policy of the American 
government, and contended that the 
United States “had been launched 
upon a career of imperialism which 
leads inevitably to war and to the 
decay which has destroyed every em- 
pire in the:world’s history.” 

“During the last 20 years,” con- 
tinued the independent presidential 
candidate, “this nation has abandoned 
the foreign policy which through a 
century and a half made her great 
and respected by all the world. Our 
government has adopted the aims and 
methods of European diplomacy and 
has slavishly copied the policies upon 
which the British empire was huilded. 

Following British Policies. 

“We are today ereating in Cen- 
tral and South America our Lrelands, 
our KEgypts and. our Indias.

New York, October 30.—Just as the| the only sign 


statesmen of Chinatown were dipping 
their brushes in the lamp-black pot 
Tharsday afternoon, so they could 
make their hen-track signatures on a 
treaty calling off the war, Gee Ling 
cume flying out of a hallway into 
Dovers street, spun around, stiffened 
and piiched on his nose in the gutter. 

Thereupon, Chinatown lost all 
thought of calling off the war between 
the Hip Sing tong and the On Le- 
ongs, and called off the peace instead. 
Gee Ling, who had the excessively bad 
taste to go where he had no business 
to be and who thus became victim No. 
14 in the war on the New York front, 
is pretty sure to be joined in the hap- 
py land of his forefathers by victim 
No. 15 in a very short time, for his 
death was one that calls for reprisals. 

Granted that Gee Ling was the Chi- 
nese equivalent of a native American 
“sap” to go nosing around the tunnels 
and hallways of Chinatown at the 
ticklish moment when peace was in 
the making, it. must also be said that 
the Chinaboy who killed him showed 
a deplorable lack of tact to do so at 
such 2 moment. The Hip Sings—Gee 
Ling was a Hip Sing certain to 
reenrd the killing as a hostile act. 

Gee Ling was an uptown boy. He 
ran a restaurant way up on Third 
street, which is a good mile from 
Chinatown. He knew the war was 
guing on down in Doyers and Mott 
and Pell, but perhaps he began to 
think about his cousins and felt that 
it was his duty to make a social eall. 
The Chlinaboys are great hands to go 
culling on their cousins. They have 
thousands of them. 

Detective Repetti, of the special 
service squad, was standing in a hall- 
way when Gee Ling was shot. Re- 
petti was jumping up the street to- 
ward the place where the shots were 
sounding when Gee Ling came whirl- 
ing out of the door, with four bullet 
wounds, and died at the curb.

Dorsey, who is now a member of 
the firm. 

In all of the more than fifty years 
in the active practice of law, 
having completed his education. after 
the surrender of General Lee, he 
devoted himself exclusively to his 
profession, without side excursions 
into other fields. 
of the foremost lawyers of Georgia, 
and for many years had been the 
dean of the Atlanta bar.

It is a rare oppor- 
tunity to actively serve, in causes 
that are worth while, for more than 
sixty years as he had served. 

Called to the colors of the Con- 
federacy from the scHool-room, he 
served that cause nobly until the 
end, and then prepared himself for 
the battles of a new south, and for 
a uSeful life in its making.

HEALTH TALKS | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


SCHOOL LIFE VERSUS 

fe HYGIENE. 

_he purpose of the title fs not to 
display bias against teachers. I like 
teachers. They're an exceptionally 
fine class of people, take them by and 
large, both the men and the women. 
And if the feminine ones—I should 
advise every young man to marry a 
feminine teacher if he can’t find a 
nurse who will have him, Marry the 
teacher and the nurse will follow in 
due time. I myself was headed straight 
for a teacher when my nurse at the 
last minute, said “All right, let’s go 
to Niagara Falls.” A close squeak, I 
call it—supposing she had = gaid 
Hawaii? 

I choose the title of this talk be- 
cause the melancholy days have come, 
and one thing that makes ’em melan- 
choly in too many homes is the way 
the more delicate children begin to 
droop aud fall back into a lower state 
Of health about this season of the 
year. School life does it, not the teach- 
er, theugh some teachers still do con- 
tribute toward the melancholy in an 
unwarrantable manner, and that is 
all I have or wish to chide teachers 
for—intractions of the rules of hy- 
giene when such infractions menace 
the health of the pupils. 

In most communities nowadays 
there is some sort of preliminary med- 
ical inspection of ptpils at the be- 
ginning of the school term, with a 
view to the detection and exclusion of 
pupils whose condition may endanger 
the health of others. This is good econ- 
omy, common sense, for it prevents 
the spread of many major and; minor 
communicable diseases, diseases which 
nowadays, intelligent parents would 
prefer to have their children escape. 

Now it seems to me, with all due 
regard and affection for the teachers, 
that they, too, ought to be subject to 
2 preliminary medical examination. 
That may not seem so important in 
respect to the common contagious or 
communicable diseases. But it would 
be a good way to detect and exclude 
the neurotic, the tuberculous, the 
insane and the physically unfit teach- 
ers, It is quite as essential, in the in- 
terest of the pupils’ health, to exclude 
from school] the teacher who would 
sneak in with a bundle of nerves con- 
cealel under her factitious calm as 
it is toa exclude the boy or girl from 
the hich or low strata who harbors 
pediculi. 

-As a general rule the teacher who 
places restrictions around the free- 
dom of pupils te get a drink or water 
or ta answer the calls of nature, and 
makes whispering a monstrous crime 
and generally harasses and embarrass- 
es the pupils at her mercy in every lit- 
tle way she can devise under the ex- 
cuse of discipline, is subnormal phy- 
sically snd if the truth of her con- 
dition were known she would be given 
a vacation as unfit for the duties of 
teaching. Drop in.on an afternoon 
after the-close of the session and 
you'll find her, usually, deriving great 
satisfaction out of the flaying of a 
number of unhealthy youngsters with 
her ruffled nerves. But hold your 
breath, for the teacher and pupils 
need all the foul air there is. It is the 
fon! arm that keeps them there. [It 
makes the teacher ‘“‘neryous;” it 
makes the pupils restless and inatten- 
tive. Den*’t suy anything about it te

The other day at Calhoun I met 
Professor Ernest Neal, the superin- 
tendent of schools in that beautiful 
little north Georgia city— 

And since that time I have received 
from Professor Neal a copy of his 
book, “Yonah and Other Poems.”

On Doheny Ramifications 


Editor Constitution: The short interview 
given ont. by former Candidate Cox, of 
Ohio, had peculiar significance when he 
said “‘Mr. Doheny voted for W. G. Hard- 
ing after he (Cox) had been questioned 
as to Doheny’s ‘“‘Mexican claims."’ It is 
now apparent that Mexican claims had a 
good deal to do with the San Francisco 
convention in 1920. Secretary McAdoo ieft 
Wilson's cabinet in December, 1918, to_ be- 
come Mr. Doheny’s lawyer, and to ovpnsh 
his own campaign for president at the 
’Frisco convention. We had experienced 
what was called ‘“‘War With fexico,’’ 
while Mr. McAdoo was a member of the 
Wilson cabinet. A more inglorious fizzle 
never occurred in the history of the United 
States—and all that now remains are Mex- 
ican claims—and from what Honorable Mr. 
Cox has said in public, it can be svus- 
pected that, the “half has not vet Deen 
told.”” 

Last February, Mr. Doheny ‘said @ 
mouthful” before the Walsh committee 
when he, as a witness, made it plain that 
Mr. McAdoo was his legal counsel and 
was then receiving $25,000 per annum for 
his legal services. As soon as possible 
Chairman Walsh wired the  ex-secretary 
*‘to come, and to come a running,”’ to use 
a darky-ism. 

Mr. McAdoo was a busy man, preparing 
to again run for president in 1924, having 
met with Wizard Evans at French Lick 
Springs to secure klan support in the 
spring of 1923. When he entered the Walsh 
committee room, out of breath, because of 
heat and hurry, he admitted his employ- 
ment by Mr. Doheny up to date, but he 
then and there “dropped” his employer 
and virtually promised ‘‘to do so no more.”’

Doheny could vote for W. G. McAdoo as 
president—who was drawing good pay #5 
his legal counsel—who had been in his em- 
ploy since January, 1919—and who ad- 
vocated Mr. Doheny for vice president at 
the ’Frisco convention after Mr. Cox ‘se- 
eured the nomination for chief executive.

Retail Trade Conditions Better 
In District, Says Reserve Report 


While the agricultural situation, tak- 
en as a whole, shows considerable im 
provement in the Sixth Federal Re- 
serve Bank district as compared with 


1923, it remaius that in some scattered 
sections conditions are not as fav- 
orabie as a year ago, while the business 
conditions. have taken a jump forward 
since the coming of the fall season, ac- 
cording to the October business review 
of the Federal Reserve bank, issued 
yesterday. 

Much damage is evidenced in some 
sections to the sugar cane crop which 
was “badly damaged by the long 
drought,” says the review, and the 
dry weather was said to have been 
more or less general throughout the 
district “‘during the growing season,” 
and caused some slight damage to all 
crops. 

Regardless of this, however, the re- 
view states that the Sixth district 
will produce a much larger cotton crop 
than that of 1923, as well as larger 
preduction of yields being evidenced 
from all crops. As against the almost 
continuvus rains during the last half o1 
September, which, according to the 
review, “altered the cotton picking and 
to some extent made for lower grades,” 
the fair -eather which has prevailed 
for the first 15 days or more in Octo 
ber, will make it possible to contin: 

athering the «r= 4. 

he retail trade, after showing fa- 
vorable comparisons for the months of 
May, June, July and August, as com 
pared with the same months in 1923, 
the volume of sales by department 
stores in the Sixth district in Septeim- 
ber was 6.5 per cent greater than 50 
the same month last year, the review 
shows, the increase being attributed to 
seasonal buying.
